WANTED A COLEOPTERIST, 


Sir,—There have been several 


references lately to the mosquito} - 


problem, and’ it may be of interest 
to draw gttention to the possi- 
bilities of “enlisting the services of 
water beetles in- this connection. 

'Some little time ago'a tar boiler 
was noticed at the road side at 
Shek O which, having been out of 
use for a while, contained a quan- 
tity, of water. As it was difficult 
fo clenr without a dipper it was 
left at the time; and visited a few 
days later, when mosquito, Tarvae 
were expected, but instead, a num-} 
ber.of water bectles were seen. 

These appeared to be of the 
Dytiseus type, with tha characteris- 
tic'yellow stripe on each side, but 
mich smaller «than: ‘-e large 
Dytiscus found in Great Britain. 

- Here was a case where the ability 
ci the beetle to fly had enabled it 
to get to Water inaccessible to fish, 
and it seems not improbable that 
‘beetles “play, a i considerable 
part in keeping down mosquito 
larvae in paddy fields and other 
‘places where.smal] fish cannot live 
owing to the water draining off at 
‘intervals, \, 

It would hppear therefore | that 
paddy fields and’ pools of: fair 
extent are not so, likely to contain 
mosquito larvae: ds very small 
quantities of water, often conceal- 
ed in jong grass and perhaps fed} 
hy springs, in which beetles can- 
not swim,—drainage being in such 
exuses imperative and oiling only 
effective asa tompofary, measure.
